of a people w ho are beginning life anew upon 
a devastated tract of land, on which once 
their fair City stood.

the labor incident to the distribution of sup­ 
plies of food, clothing and shelter, the col­ 
lecting of statistics, etc.

General Simon Cameron died at 8 o’cloc k 
last evening. 
The General’s condition du r­ 
ing the day w-as rather encouraging, and 
death came suddenly from a weak spell. 
Up 
to the last attack he was conscious and luid no 
trouble to swallow the; food given him and 
which lie appeared to assimilate. 
Around 
the 
death-bed were ox Attorney General 
MacVeagh and wife, Mrs. Haldeman, Jam es 
Cameron, Simon B. Cameron and wife, ami 
Mrs. David W atts, a granddaughter. 
The 
funeral will be held in Harrisburg. 
Simon 
Cameron was born March 8, 175)D. in the vil­ 
lage of May town, or Donegal, on the Susque­ 
hanna River, in Lancaster County, Penn. 
His father's family and liis mother’s had been 
living in that neighborhood for several gen­ 
erations. 
His grandfather, for whom lie was 
tam ed, went there from Scotland in the com­ 
pany of his brother John and the lícv. J. Co­ 
lin M acFarquhar, who long preached in the 
Presbyterian Church there. 
His mother’s 
great-grandfather had already settled there 
when the Camerons arrived 
He was a Ger­ 
man—a hard-headed, determined fellow and 
his grandson. Conrad Pfoutz, Mrs. Cameron’s 
father, was like him in his persistent deter­ 
mination to assert his rights. 
Conrad was 
an ardent “ rebel” during the Revolutionary 
war, and is credited with having done some 
sturdy fighting against the British and Hes­ 
sians. 
Simon Cameron used to sav that lie 
derived his fighting qualities, his disposition 
to “ kick hack,” from the mingling of the 
doggedness of iiis German ancestors with the 
assertiveness of “ the Scotch rebels,” who 
made up his paternal ancestry. 
W hatever of 
mildness, or kindness, or willingness to sub­ 
mit to instruction even from adversity there 
as in Simon Cameron was the endowment 
of hi» mother. 
She was a good, patient, in­ 
dustrious woman, filled with high ideals, 
ho helped a husband whom ill-fortune 
seemed to follow persisteutly, and nit led her 
hildrcn to whatever education she had to 
impart when schools were lacking. 
Charles 
Cameron, her husband, was a country tailor, 
and his trade was not lucrative' in a time anil 
place ill calculated for foppbhness. 
When 
his sou Simon was nine years of age, and his 
son Jam es about seven, lie made up bis mind 
that Donegal or Mavtown, as ii is variously 
called, was not a place to acquire wealth in. 
He journeyed with iiis family to Sunbury, 
but soon found it to be little more advanta­ 
geous to him. 
Misfortune caused the break­ 
ing up of his family. 
Young Simon was 
adopted by I)r. Grahl, w ho proposed to make 
him his successor in the practice of medicine, 
'o tiiat end the doctor gave him opportuni­ 
ties to read, which were increased b> 
the 
friendship of an Italian named l):i Ponte, 
who had a small store at Sunbury and who 
is said to have become afterward the m ana­ 
ger of an Italian opera company in this city. 
But Simon Cameron was not inclined toward 
the | ractiee of medicine. 
He voluntarily 
left Dr. Grahl’s household and apprenticed 
himself to a printer mimed Andrew Kennedy, 
who published a newspaper called the Ga:i tie, 
at Northum betland. 
His work in the print­ 
ing olfice was a severe strain on his weak 
body. 
Setting type was easy, but working 
the old-fashioned press on which the Gazttte 
was printed racked him ; but he stuck at it, 
for the determination to learn his trade was 
strong in him. 
A fter about a year Kennedy 
failed, and Simon, then 17 years old, started 
out for a new situation, 
lie went to Harris­ 
burg. 
On the way he half formed a pro­ 
ject to journey to South America, where he 
thought fortunes were to be made easily, but 
in H arrisburg lie met another printer ap­ 
prentice, who assisted him to get employ­ 
ment in the office of James Peacock, who 
owned the Harrisburg Republican. 
General Cameron’s body wiil be taken to 
H arrisburg this evening on a special train 
leaving Marietta at 8 o’clock.

It means the opening of many of the doors 
that lead into the ways of success, of honor 
and distinction. 
The loo common practice 
of sneering at the bumptiousness, the con­ 
ceit. the high expectations of the graduate 


fresh from the arms of his alma mater is 
cruel and unjust. 
The tired student is enti­ 
tled to his day of trium ph. 
It cannot last 
long, for in a little while he will In* jostling 
w ith the world, and find himself in the posh 
lion of a learner again. 
Hut lie starts in the 
race w ith a big advantage, 
lie has gained 
the lesson, never to lie acquired out of school, 
that what he knows is but a drop in the vast 
ocean of knowledge, and the m ental disci 
plinc to w hich he has been subjec ted lits him 
lo continue a student and a learner alway*. 
.lust now, and quite naturally, the news 
papers are full of narratives of s ‘lf made 
men, who have built up fame and fortune on 
very narrow foundations of learning 
These 
stories have a tendency to encourage laziness 
in school and to justify ignorance, but they 
should not. 
T he self-made man is ail excep­ 
tion, and has risen by some transcendant 
quality of character w hich few |>osscss. 
He 


d o cs not remain ignorant. 
The man who 
died in Pennsylvania yesterday was one of 
America's greatest of self made men. 
But 
though lie grew up outside of the school*, 
beginning as a printer's apprentice and glad 
Hating in the institution as editor, be Income 
learned, not only in public affairs, but in all 
that constitutes a practical education. 
Ile 
was an orator, a writer and a statesm an, as 
well as a sine ssful business man. 
W hen 
Simon Cameron is referred to as a self made 
man, the answer should Is- that he U ranic 
learned U fore he I meanie great. 
And his 
learning was acquired by the same persever 
jug and laUirious study that the graduate 
has pursued. 
Doe* anybody Udieve that he 
would have U rn less successful lf he had de­ 
voted a few years of his boyhood to academic 
studies? 
Many graduates w ill find it necessary to re­ 
turn home and take up the labor that they 
laid down when they began school. 
It will 
In- fortunate for them if they are able to 
adapt themselves to the changed conditions 
as readily arid gracefully as "T h e Sweet Girl 
G raduate" w hose story is told elsewhere. 
It 
may lie that the proud spirited gradua'c has 
yet to learn that all bittor is honorable, and 
to cherish the lesson of the Preacher: " W h a t­ 
soever thy hand findcth to do, do it with thy 
m ight." 
W hat if every graduate should iii 
aerilie this as his motto, in blazing lilies across 
hi* diploma ? Its truth lies, after all, al the 
foundation of every successful aud every 
honorable life. whether that life was early 
adorned w ith academic learning, or begun in 
bitter poverty and toil.

A THIRD TERM FOR FO RAKER 


T he Ohio Hepublican State Convention 
yesterday renominated Gov. Foraker for a 
third consecutive term . 
T here were other 
candidates with 
a 
creditable display of 
strength, but among the great m ajority of the 
delegates was a strong undercurrent of prefer­ 
ence for Foraker which assu m l Ii im the 
nom ination from the outset. 
The houor is 
alm ost w ithout precedent in Ohio. 
The only 
G overnor of that state ever elected to a third 
term was R utherford B. Hayes, and his third 
term came after two other Governors had fol 
lo wed bis second term, and be was nom inated 
w ith the special object of puttioghim in truin 
ing for the Presidency. 
Gov. F oraker is put 
forw ard with no such o bject,but in answ er to 
the overw helm ing popular dem and for the 
continuation of bis services at Colum bus. 
F oruker is not for Foraker for either P resi­ 
dent or United States Senator. 
F o r the 
form er be is satisfied w ith the man now in the 
W hite House, and for the latter his openly 
and emphatically declared choice is Represent­ 
ative McKinley. 
Gov. Foraker is the more popular with the 
Republicans because the Democrats hate bim 
so cordially. They can never forgive the 
man who went into the army at sixteen, took 
• hand lo fifty hard-fought battles, endured 


w ounds and hardships, and won prom o­ 
tions for bravery seldom accorded to a boy. 
They hate him and call him “ Fire Alarm 
F oraker” licoause bis dem and for an in­ 
junction to prevent the return of the reliel 
(lags brought that proceeding lo a dead halt. 
They hale him because the snub administered 
to him by the Clevelands at Philadelphia 
proved a Imomerang for their party. 
They 
hate him for his very integrity which has 
given to his state an adm inistration in such 
rem arkable contrast with that of his prede­ 
cessor, Judge Homily, that the taxpayers and 
all friends of honest governm ent have been 
brought over to bis side. 
He is one of the 
noblest, bravest and greatest of the younger 
class of Republican leaders. 
Ohio, the nur­ 
sery of statemen an i patriots, bas produced 
very few men w ho eau compare with Joseph 
B. Foraker in the possession of all the quali­ 
ties that command adm iration, affection and 
popularity. 
Gov. Foraker w as only :>7 years old w hen 
he first ran for Governor iii 1883, aud was 
defeated bv Judge I loudly by 12,32! I m ajor 
Itv. 
In 1883 he was renominated against 
Homily anil defeated him by 17,431 majority. 
In 18*7 bis Democratic opponent was a man 
named Pow ell, and he defeated him by a m a­ 
jority of 23.339. It was the popularity of bis 
adm inistration that defeated 
Democratic 


h o p es in 1888 by a m ajority of 19,3!»9, which 
the “ Old Roman ” was nominated to over­ 
come. 
The Democrats arc not indulging in 
any fond hopes this year, and will put up a 
free trader as a target for tho wool growers.

THE GRADUATES. 


It is a noble achievement to erad unte from 
some institution of learning, whether it l>c 
college, academy, scientific institute or an}’ 
school of professional training. 
It tells of 
many years in the best part of lite, spent in 
hard anil wearisome study, not infrequently 
of a too heavy drain upon the vitality, one 
of 
the 
consequences 
of 
which 
is 
likely to be 
a 
serious 
risk 
for 
the 
future. 
It 
means 
a 
grand 
step 
taken in the preparation for that life of use 
fulness which every possessor of 
a well 
trained and disciplined mind hopes to live. 
It means the opening of many of the doors 
that lead into the ways of success, of honor 
*■ and distinction. 
The too common practice 
of sneering at the bumptiousness, the con­ 
ceit. the high expectations of the gradual' 
fresh from the arms of his alma mater i< 
cruel and unjust. 
The tired student is enti 
tied to his day of triumph. 
It cannot last 
long, for in a little while he will be jostlim 
with the world, and find himself in the posi­ 
tion of a learner again. 
But he starts in the 
race with a big advantage, 
lie has gained 
the lesson, never to be acquired out of school, 
that what he knows is but a drop in the vast 
ocean of knowledge, and the mental disci 
plinc to which he has been subjected tits him 
to continue a student and a learner always. 
Just now, and quite naturally, the news­ 
papers arc full of narratives of self-made 
men, who have built up fame and fortune on 
very narrow foundations of learning. 
These 
stories have a tendency to encourage laziness 
in school and to justify ignorance, but they 
should not. 
The self-made man is an excep­ 
tion, and has risen by some transeendant 
quality of character which few possess, 
lie 
does not remain ignorant. 
The man who 
died in Pennsylvania yesterday was one of 
America’s greatest of self-made men. 
But 
though he grew up outside of the schools, 
beginning as a printer's apprentice and grad 
uating in the institution as editor, be became 
learned, not only in public affairs, but in all 
that constitutes a practical education, 
lie 
was an orator, a writer and a statesman, 
well as a successful business man. 
When 
Simon Cameron is referred to as a self-made 
man, the answer should be that he became 
learned before he became great. 
And his 
learning was acquired by the same persever 
ing and laborious study that the graduate 
has pursued. 
Does anybody believe that he 
would have beeu less successful if he had de­ 
voted a few years of his boyhood to academic 
studies? 
Many graduates will find it necessary to re­ 
turn home and take up the labor that they 
laid down when they began school. 
It will 
be fortunate for them if they are able to 
adapt themselves to the changed conditions 
as readily and gracefully as “ The Sweet Girl 
Graduate” whose story is told elsewhere. 
It 
may lie that the proud-spirited graduate has 
yet to learn that all labor is honorable, and 
to cherish the lesson of the Preacher: “ Wlia 
soever thy hand findeth to do, do it with thy 
might.” 
What if every graduate should in 
scribe this as his motto, in blazing lines across 
his diploma ? Its truth lies, after all, at the 
foundation of every successful and every 
honorable life, whether that life was early 
adorned w ith academic learning, or begun in 
bitter poverty and toil.

In 1887 his Democratic opponent was a man 
named Pow ell, and he defeated him by a ma­ 
jority of 23,339. It was the popularity of his 
administration that defeated

hopes in 1888 by a majority of 19,599, which 
the “ Old Roman ” was nominated to over­ 
come. 
The Democrats are not indulging 
any fond hopes this year, and will put up a 
free trader as a target for the wool-growers.

The Slate Civil Service Commission con­ 
cluded yesterday, for the present, its exami­ 
nation of the Mayors of several cities with a 
view lo enforcing the civil service law in 
smaller municipalities where it is not now 
enforced. As a result of the examination of 
the Ia>t two days, the Mayors of Dunkirk, 
Jamestown, Hudson, Ithaca, Rome, Middle­ 
town and Oswego will at once draw up the 
necessary regulations for their respective 
cities and appoint local Commissions and 
Board of Examiners. They will he assisted in 
Hie work of framing regulations by Chief 
Examiner John P. Riley, who will visit the 
several cities named next month. These regu­ 
lations will probably be submitted to the 
Slate 1Commission at its mxt meeting,on July 
IB. i he State authorities will undoubtedly 
begin legal proceedings at once 
against 
Mayor Oliver, the recalcitrant, who an­ 
nounced on Tuesday that he refused to obey 
the law in spite of íiis oath of office. This 
refusal constitutes a misdemeanor punishable 
by imprisonment in the county jail for not to 
exceed one year or by hne not exceeding $500, 
or by both. 'The Mayors of Watertown and 
Schenectady will be subpoenaed to attend the 
mooling of the State Commission on July 18, 
ami Mayor Garsiiie, of Colioes, will also be 
summoned to explain violations of the law in 
that City. 
At yesterday’s meeting Mayor 
John Barden, of Ithaca, stated that the* po­ 
lice in his judgment, in Ilhica, aloue could 
he placed under civil service rules and that 
was not advisabe. The City Collector received 
$300 salary and had to give $60,000 
bonds, 
and 
the 
Treasurer 
received 
only 
$15 
annual 
salary. 
He 
did not think the Civil Service law could be 
applied with advantage to llliaca. General 
Sickles suggested that conditions might easi­ 
ly be such that the law should be applied 
th e n * , and Mayor Basden assented to this. 
Mayor J. E. Iseman, of Middletown, stated 
the C ommon Council, not the Mayor, made 
all appointments in that City. He gave the 
list of municipal offices, and said that he 
would he glad to receive aid in applying the 
Civil Service law in the City. Geneial Sickles 
explained the simplicity and efficacy of the 
law, and held that in Middletown it could he 
applied 
with 
advantage. Mayor John 
F. Dwyer, of Amsterdam, stated that the 
Common 
Council 
made 
all appoint­ 
ments. lie believed the Civil Service law 
would be beneficial to Amsterdam, and be 
would be glad to aid in the application of the 
law. General Sickles said the purpose of the 
law was to guarantee citizens a competent 
and honest public service. Mayor James K. 
Stock\vi II, of Oswego, favored tlie applica­ 
tion of the Civil Service law lo his City. Gen­ 
eral Sickles assured him that in other cities 
the improvement was from five to 10 per 
cent, in the service. Mayor Oliver, of Rome, 
doubted the ad visibility of applying the law 
in liis Ciiv, but staled that he was willing to 
comply with the law and make a beginning, 
with the aid of the State Commission. The 
Commission then adjourned.

Skinner, and S. C. Keisinger: 
It is recom m ended that the Association approve 
and urge upon the Legislature an am endm ent to the 
code, to b e perfected and laid b efore the next ses 
sion of the Legislature, to b e applied to the general 
sub ject of lib el, and that it shall em b ody the follow­ 
ing propositions: 
F irs t-A n action, civil or crim inal, cannot he 
m aintained against a reporter, editor, pub lisher or 
proprietor of a new spaper for the pub lication therein 
of a fair and true report of any judicial, legislative 
or other pub lic and official proceedings, or of any 
pub lic m eetings or assemb lages, w ithout proving 
actual malice in makiug the report. 
Second—In anv action for the pub lication of a li­ 
b el in any new spaper, periodical or m agazine in this 
State, if it shall appear upon the trial of the action 
that the lib elous m atter was pub lished in good 
faith, tha t its falsity was due to m istake or misap 
prehension, anu that a full aud fair retraction of 
anv statem ent alleged to b e lib elous was pub lished 
in the case of n daily new spaper w ithin three days, 
or in the case of any other new spaper, magazine or 
periodical in the ft-st or second pub lication thereof 
after sueh m istake or error was au erroneous state­ 
m ent was b rought to the knowledge of the prourie- 
to ro rthe editor of such newspa|» er, magazine or 
or other periodical, as conspicuously as was the a r­ 
ticle com plained of. Then and in such case such re­ 
traction shall l» e adm itted in justification and in 
m itigation, and the plaintiff shall recover only ac­ 
tual dam ages. The words “actual dam ages” within 
the section shall lie construed to include only such 
dam ages as the plaintiff m ay show he lias suffered 
in his properly, b usiness, trade or occupation. 
T hird- Iu an action for lib el for slander, b efore is 
suing the sum m ons therein, an undertaking on the 
part of the plaintiff in the sum of $25.000, with two 
com petent and sufficient sureties, shall lie executed 
and filed with the Clerk of the County in which the 
action shall lie b rought to the effect tha t if the ac­ 
tion shall b e dismissed, or fhe defendant recover 
judgm ent, they shall pay such costs and disb urse­ 
m ents as m ay tic awarded against the plaintiff, not 
exceeding $2 >0. and said undertaking having b een 
filed, the said Clerk shall indorse the fact of such 
uu(l« *rtaknitf having b een filed w ith him upon the 
sum m ons in such case b efore it shall b e valid and 
effective.

It Is recommended that th** Association approve 
and urge upon the Legislature an am endm ent to the 
code, to be perfected aud laid before the next sea 
*lon of the Legislature, to be unpiled to tho general 
subject of libel, and that it shall embody the follow­ 
ing propositions: 
F irst—An ad io n , civil or criminal, cannot lie 
maintained against a reporter, editor, publisher or 
proprietor of a new *|wt|x*r for the publication I herein 
of a fair and true report of any Judicial, legislative 
or other public aud official proceedings, or of any 
public meeting* or assemblage*, without proving 
actual malice in m aking the report. 
Second - In any action for the publication of a li­ 
bel iu any newspaper, periodical or magazine In ibis 
State, if it shall appeur upon the trial of the ad ion 
that the lilielous m atter was published iii good 
faith, that its falsity wa* due Ut m istake or m isap 
prehension, ann that a full and fair retraction of 
anv statem ent alleged to be libelous was published 
in the case of a daily new spaper within three days, 
or In the case of any other new-spats-r. m agazine or 
periodical iii the fl**t or second publication t hereof 
after suet) mistake or error was au erroneous State* 
a n t was brought to the knowledge of iii** prom ie 
tor or the editor of such n**wspa|**r, magazine or 
or other periodical, us conspicuously as was the a r­ 
ticle complained of. Then and in such case such re­ 
traction snail Is* adm itted in justification ami in 
m itigation, and the plaintiff alia ll recover only ac­ 
tual dam ages. The wonts "actual dam ages" within 
the section shall Is- construed to iuclu le only such 
dam ages as the plaintiff m ay show- he has suffered 
in Ills properly, business, trade or occupation. 
Third- In an action for Iliad for sunder, before is 
suing the summons therein, an undertaking on the 
purt of the plaintiff In the sum of $2ft.t!0n, with two 
com petent aint sufficient sureties, shall Is* executed 
and flied with the Clerk of the County Iii which the 
action shall Is* brought to the effect that if the ac­ 
tion shall Is* dismissed, or I lie defendant r**cover 
Judgm ent, they shall pay such costs anil disburse­ 
ments as may he aw arded against the plaintiff, not 
excluding J2 ti, and said undertaking having been 
flied, the saki Clerk shall Indorse the fa c to r such 
undertaking having been filed with him upon Hie 
summons in such case before it shall be valid anil 
effective. 
F o u rth -T h a t civil action for the publication of a 
libel shall be brought In either the county wherein 
is located and published either tile newspaper, mag 
azine, or period teal against which the action is 
takeu or in the County where the com plainant re 
sides. 
F ifth- Pn sumption of malice shall not rest iii the 
fact or publication alone.
